The Maryland Stamp 


Commemorative Postage 

Stamp were printed in this 

paper last week. It is there- 
fore unnecessary to repeat the de- 
scriptions. 

However, there have been some 
changes in the usual announcement 
that is made by Postmaster General 
Farley as regards the handling and 
preparation of first day covers and 
collectors will do well to read and 
heed these instructions. 

“The Maryland Tercentenary 
Stamp will be first placed on sale at 
the post office in St. Marys City, Md., 
on March 23, 1934, where the first 
settlement was located. The new 
stamp will be placed on sale at other 
post offices beginning March 24, or 
as soon thereafter as production will 
permit. 

For the convenience of collectors, 
the Maryland Tercentenary stamp 
will also be placed on sale at the Phil- 
atelic Agency, Post Office Depart- 
ment, on March 24. The Agency will 
not, however, prepare covers for mail- 
ing on that date. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations at St. Marys City on 
March 23 may send a limited number 
of addressed covers, not to exceed a 
total of ten (10), with a cash or pos- 
tal money-order remittance payable 
to the Postmaster, St. Marys City, 
Md., covering the value of the stamps 
required for affixing. Personal checks 
and other postage stamps will posi- 
tively not be accepted in payment. 
Such covers shall be sent under sep- 
arate wrapper plainly addressed 
“Postmaster, St. Marys City, Md.,” 
with endorsement: “First Day Cov- 
ers.” They should be mailed in time 
to reach St. Marys City not later 
than March 20. Covers will be ac- 
cepted from individual subscribers

typewriter or pen; covers bearing 
lead pencil addresses will not be ac- 
cepted. Compliance cannot be made 
with unsual requests such as for the 
affixing of stamps bearing plate num- 
ber or the irregular placing of the 
stamps on the covers, ete. To facili- 
tate handling and to prevent damage 
in transit, covers should be of the 
ordinary letter size. 

Requests for a supply of uncan- 
celled Maryland Tercentenary stamps 
must not be included with orders for 
first day covers to the postmaster, 
St. Marys City. Stamps needed for 
yostage purposes should be purchased 
at the local post office. Stamps of 
selected quality for philatelic pur- 
poses may be obtained on mail orders 
to the philatelic agency. 

Postmasters at direct and central 
accounting post offices may obtain a 
limited supply of Maryland Tercen- 
tenary stamps by requisition to the 
Department on form 3201-A. Post- 
masters at district accounting post 
offices may obtain small quantities of 
this stamp by requisition on the cen- 
tral accounting postmaster.” 

Heretofore, collectors have been 
permitted to send as many as 25 cov- 
ers for their own address, the num- 
ber is now cut to ten and it must be 
admitted that no collector will put 
ten covers in his own collection, so 
that the regulation should not in any 
way interfere with anyone getting the 
covers that they need for their collec- 
tion and that of course is the object 
of the Postoffice Department in 
handling covers for collectors.

LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 








One of the early problems for every 
collector of United States stamps is 
to find some sure method to distin- 
guish between rotary press and flat 
plate stamps. While this question is 
rudimentary the number of times that 
it is asked leads us to believe that 
an explanation will be helpful. 

Stamps printed by the flat plate 
method are just that—printed from 
a flat plate—as opposed to the rotary 
press method which involves curving 
the plate around a cylinder. In this 
curving process the design of each 
stamp on the plate is ,stretched be- 
tween one-half and one millimetre 
either vertically or horizontally, de- 
pending on which way the plate is 
curved. The main difficulty is in

After the stamps in question are care- 
fully soaked clean and thoroughly 
dried hold them, one at a time, in 
one hand and flip with the other. 
Stamps with a decided snap and 
springiness to them are hard paper 
while those with little life are soft. 
After using that test, hold up to a 
strong light. The stamps which show 
a strong even transparency are print- 
ed on hard paper while those which 
appear like thin blotting paper are 
the soft paper varieties.

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The Squares of 1869 





By Clifton J. English 





In a sense the squares of 1869 were 
the first commemorative as they were 
issued to commemorate the founding 
of the Post Office Dept. They were 
unsuccessful in their mission and un- 
popular at that time. This set was 
issued during the reconstruction pe- 
riod when everything was being se- 
verely criticized. Nearly every news- 
paper in the country wrote long 
editorials on the new postage stamps. 

The stamps were smaller than any 
other stamps previously issued by the 
U. S. The public accused the Post 
Office Department of making the 
stamps small so that they would lose 
them and have to buy new ones, hence 
netting the Department more money. 
There was very little gum on the 
stamps. This was so that the stamps 
would drop off and they would have 
to pay postage again, correspondents 
stated. The grill which was put on 
to prevent the washing of cancella- 
tions also prevented the stamps from 
sticking. It was also criticized that 
the designs were too intricate. 

News critics stated that Franklin, 
who was popular at that time, was 
placed on the le stamp, which was 
used only when someone wrote a per- 
son in their own town, and conse- 
quently seldom used, so that people 
would not see his picture. 

Other critics claimed that the 2c 
stamp portrayed how a mail robber 
escaped with the mail. 

It was claimed that the locomotive 
on the 8c was to show how govern- 
ment men spent money. 

The 6c was probably the most un- 
popular stamp in the set. The major- 
ity of the people wanted Washing- 
ton’s picture on a stamp that was 
used more often. 

The coat of arms on the 10c meant 
little or nothing to the general pub- 
lic.

NEED A Every now and 
GUIDING HAND then — something 

happens that 
makes one think what a fine thing it 
would be if there was someone with a 
thorough philatelic training to give a 
word of advice or suggestion to Bu- 
reau Officials at Washington when 
new stamps are produced. 

Just as an example, the recent im- 
perf. Byrd Sheets might have been 
greatly improved from the collector’s 
standpoint if the bottom center 
stamp had carried the plate number 
on its tail. As it is made the plate 
number is cut in two when the sheet 
is cut up. It could just as readily 
have been moved a trifle to the left 
and would have made a very nice 
piece in a single stamp. 

Personally, we knowethat the De- 
partment at Washington is besieged 
by hundreds of letters from collec- 
tors asking for information of all sorts 
as regards proposed new stamps and 
also as regards past issues. Infor- 
mation which is of general interest 
to thousands of collectors. 

The Department maintains a bureau 
which mails out to Newspapers all 
over the country, copies of the speech- 
es that Mr. Farley is to make at vari- 
ous Postoffice Dedications and similar 
matter. Such copies come to Linn’s 
Weekly and are of little or no value 
to us as such matter is not the type 
of matter that collectors want, thus 
we never copy it for publication. 





On the other hand, the Department | 
could save itself from much trouble | 
in replying to thousands of letters 
by making it, its business to supply 
regularly, promptly and in advance, 
information of general interest to 
stamp collectors to all recognized pub- 
lications catering to stamp collectors. 

This information if supplied on a 
News Service release basis could be 
made to pay for its cost of prepara- 
tion by being sold on a subscription 
basis if so desired. Publishers of 
magazines such as this would gladly 
contribute toward the cost of supply- 
ing and sending such information. The 
information could quickly be printed 
in the various publications for con- 
sumption by collectors and thus the 
department would be saved the trouble 
of handling thousands of letters of 
inquiry from collectors, many of which 
ask for the same information, time 
after time. 

Such information as complete de- 
tails about the design and prepara- 
tion of new stamps. When picture 
stamps are issued, the source of the 
picture, possibly photographs of it as 
well as all details about the subject. 

Names of the artists and engravers 
who did the work, photos of rejected 
designs, lists of plate numbers of all 
new plates made with a list of those 
which were printed from as well as 
those which were not used. 

Information of this sort is asked for 
every week by dozens of collectors. 
Such information regularly supplied 
to the Philatelic Press would be 
promptly printed and thus lift a heavy 
burden of correspondence from the 
routine of the Department. 


LAST WEEK We almost had to 
send out and borrow 
some type squeezers last week in or- 
der to get all of the advertising into 
the paper. Just under 300 inches of 
paid advertising, exclusive of our 
own. We have been very much grat- 
ified with the support that has been 
extended and dealers who have been 
using our Monthly Special Issues 
which are issued on the second Sat- 
urday each month have written very 
enthusiastic letters regarding results 
from use of space in these issues. 
Our next Monthly Special Issue 
will be the issue for April 14th. If 
copy continues to come as heavy as it 
has in the past and to show the in- 
crease that has been apparent month 
after month, we may be obliged to re- 
fuse some copy for these issues. It 
is therefore the wise thing for those 
who want to be sure to be represented 
to make reservations of space early. 
Copy from our regular contract ad- 
vertisers will be accepted at the usual 
date for these issues. Copy from 
transit advertisers for our April 
Monthly Special should be in our 
hands by April Ist.

I have often wondered just why the 
beginner wants to know how to tell the 
difference between buro-prints and 
general precancels when he starts out 
to collect. For I find that many times 
these collectors intend to save both 
and keep them all in one album. In 
such cases there is no reason for them 
to know the difference, and as long as 
they are keeping the different types 
each in its separate set they are un- 
consciously dividing the two classes 
of precancels, and as they go along 
collecting the difference between the 
two will become very apparent to 
them, and they will wonder how it 
came they did not recognize the dif- 
erence before. Of course if one in- 
tends to save only buro-prints then 
you must be able to distinguish the 
difference. In that case a collector 
arming himself with a Buro-Print 
Catalog and studying the types as 
illustrated therein VERY CLOSELY, 
will come about as close to self ed- 
ucating himself on the subject as 
if he studied a hundred booklets etc.
